Unique  Mini  Lincoln  Plaque  By  Brenner  Discovered! 


Abraham  Lincoln  Plaquette,  1909.  By  Victor 
David  Brenner.  Bronze  cast  mounted  on  green 
marble;  the  plaquette  is  2%  x 3^-inches  (8.8  x 
6.6cm),  the  marble  measures  41/  x 3%-inches 
(10.7  x 8.5cm).  Lincoln  facing  right  with  name 
and  dates  below.  The  VDB  monogram  within  a 
horizontal  oval  appears  at  right. 

This  is  the  same  design  as  the  larger  size  plaque 
(9%  x 7J4-inches)  by  the  same  artist,  and  this  is 
obviously  by  the  same  foundry,  S.J.  Klaber  of 
New  York  City,  although  it  is  not  signed  by  the 
maker; 

The  bronze  color,  the  style  and  color  of  the 
marble,  all  attest  to  the  fact  it  was  produced  by 
the  Klaber  firm,  as  was  the  larger  plaque.  But 
this  piece  is  a hundred  times  rarer  than  the 
plaque;  our  firm  has  sold  six  large  Brenner 


plaques  in  the  last  two  years  and  one  always 
seems  to  be  on  the  market  somewhere. 

The  present  diminutive  plaquette  is  the  first  any- 
one has  seen  recently  in  the  medallic  field 
among  a dozen  authorities  we  have  shown  the 
piece.  Based  upon  this  rarity,  the  piece  should 
bring  well  into  four  figures.  However,  the  hinge 
and  stand  are  missing  from  the  back  (custom- 
arily where  the  Klaber  foundry  mark  was  lo- 
cated). 

As  such,  this  very  handsome  plaquette  by  an 
important  American  medallic  artist  is  extremely 
desireable!  The  dark  brown  patina  is  quite 
attractive,  the  marble  is  nearly  perfect  (no 
cracks  & only  one  small  imperceptible  corner 
chip,  upper  right),  otherwise  extremely  very 
fine  condition $800.00

Women  On  Medals 

Pisanello  not  only  created  the  first  art 
medal,  but  also  was  the  first  to  portray 
a woman  on  a medal.  This  honor  goes  to 
Cecilia  Gonzaga  (daughter  of  Gian- 
francesco  I,  marquess  of  Mantua)  on  a 
fine  art  medal  cast  about  1450.  To  intro- 
duce a special  collection  of  women  on 
medals,  we  lead  off  with  a German  medal 
about  a century  later.

A Word  About  Our 
Order  Numbers 

The  two-figure  numbers  separated  by 
a hyphen  (sometimes  three  figures)  is 
a numbering  system  soon  to  be  pub- 
lished in  a 20th  century  American 
art  medal  catalog.  The  first  figure  is 
the  year  (“19”  omitted)  when  the 
medal  was  first  issued.  The  second 
(and  third)  figures  are  consecutive 
serial  numbers.  Save  these  numbers. 
They  will  be  helpful  when  this  catalog 
is  published  (about  Spring  1980).
